Prof, Henry V. Hubbard of the de- 
partment of landscape 
has prepared a comprehensive plan 
for the improvement of the quadran- 
gle in front of the library. He also 
has made provisions for the orna- 
mental shrub beds and minor plant- 
ings. The work of inspecting the 
trees for the presence of insects and 
combating them has been well organ- 
ized. 
Out of the conditions which resulted 
from the rapid decline of the old elms 
in the yard has come, not only a com- 
prehensive and successful plan for 
replanting the yard, but a general de- 
velopment scheme for the entire uni- 
versity grounds. Young nursery stack 
is being developed for future replace- 
ments and existing vacant places are 
to be filled in accordance with a uni- 
fied plan. Professor Fisher estimates 
that the mere routine operations of 
caring for the trees and shrubs and 
keeping them in condition will require 
from $5000 to $6000 a year, and the 
response which the graduates make 
to this work will determine in no 
‘small degree the rate at which the re- 
storation of the yard to its former 
beauty and the general improvement 
of the university grounds will pro- 


ceed.
